3. Claims 1 -4, 6-13, and 22-29 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the cited prior arts of 
the record discloses a method and a system for processing financial transactions from a customer 
at an unmanned location, comprising, among other things, validation errors comprising at least 
one of the group consisting of amount mismatch, fraudulent endorsement, magnetic ink not 
detected, altered magnetic ink recognition number, altered payee, negotiable instrument 
identified as stolen, negotiable instrument identified as stop pay, negotiable instrument as already 
cashed, MOD 10 validation failure, credit head validation failure, negotiable instrument type 
mismatch, postdated negotiable instrument, negotiable instrument data mismatch, and negotiable 
instrument does not exist in positive pay file. After further search and thorough examination of 
the present application and in view of the Applicant's arguments and amendments, claims 1-4, 6- 
13, and 22-29 are found to be in condition for allowance over the prior art made of record.
